The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A search of the prior art found no references teaching or suggesting the 
application of a layer of DNA probes to the semiconductor device set forth in Claim 1 . 
Upon further consideration, the previously applied references rely on the principle of 
electric current flow through DNA molecules. The instant electronic DNA sensor relies 
on current flow through the semiconductor substrate with no charge transport by the 
DNA molecules. Thus, the references provide no motivation to apply DNA molecules to 
the instant semiconductor device.
